is Iikewiſe very certain, that many things in his book, that were 
looked upon as fabulous for a Tong time, have now been verified 
beyond all doubt.

Upon the whole, there does not appear to be any very good rea · 
ſon why Sir John Mandevile ſhould. not be believed, in any thing 
that he relates on his own obſervation. 

This Knight was, as may eaſily be credited, an extraordinary 
linguiſt, to, uſe.

The only edition of it which this writer has ſeen, is poſterior 
25 years to the date of this Paper, and intituled, (The Vaiyage 
« & Travaile of Sir John Maundevile, knt. which treateth of the 
« Way to Hieruſalem, and Marvayles of Inde, &c.. 8yo, 17:5. 
Prefixed to this edition, there is an account of the author, not 
ſio perfect, or ſo accurate as might have been given; the principal 

character and teſtimony of him being there taken from J. Ba. 
| Leys, and not from Leland, who.was.a much more reſpectable 
writer, and whoſe book was printed, 28 has been mentioned, be- 
fore the original date of this Paper. This edition is certaialy 
the moſt valuable and curious, becauſe it is written in the very 
language uſed by our countrymen. 300 years before its publica- 
tion, at a time when the orthography of the Engliſh tongue was 
ſo little fixed, that it ſcems to have been the faſhionable affecta · 
tion of writers, to ſhew their wit, and ſcholarſhip, by ſpelling the 
ſame words in the greateſt variety of ways imaginable.

any bad food that his father had eaten during 
the ſiege, or af any particular malignity 3 in the 
ſtars that reigned at his nativity, came into the 


world with a very fickly look; and crazy conſti- 


tution. As ſoon as he was able to handle his 
bow, he made diſcoveries of a moſt perverſe diſ- 
Poſition. He dipped all his arrows in poiſon, 
that rotted every thing they touched; and, what 
was more partieular, aimed all his ſhafts at the 
noſe, quite contrary to the practice of his elder 


brothers, Who had made a human heart their

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butt in all countries and ages. To break him 
of this roguiſh trick, his parents put him to 
ſchool to Mzacusr, who did all he could to 
hinder him from demoliſhing the noſes of man, 
kind; but, in ſpight of education, the boy con- 
tinued very unlucky; and though his malice was 
2 little ſoftened by good inſtructions, he would 
very frequently let fly an invenomed arrow, and 
wound his votaries oftener in the noſe than in the 
heart.

Of this very ingenious man the annotator has not been fo 
fortunate as to meet with any ſatisfactory account. Well intitled 
as he ſeems to have been to diſtinction and celebrity, ſo far as 
this writer can find, there is no notice taken of him by Bayle, 
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Dr. Zachary Grey has ſaid ſome things of him in his notes on 
Hudibras; and there is mention made of him in the Non vean 
Diction. Hift. tome VI. 1779, 8vo, art. TAGLIACoCct [Gaſpar]. 
There is but little to be learned of him with certainty from 
either of theſe accounts, which are very uncireumſtantial, and, 
in one reſpect at leaſt, contradictory. The beſt way ſeems to be, 
to ſtate them conciſely with fidelity, and, after adding ſome re- 
marks which a curſory inſpection of Taliacotius's book ſuggeſis, 
to leave the reader to form his own judgement.

« that Ambr. Pareus mentions a ſurgeon who practiſed it much, 
« and ſucceſsfully.” The doctor adds, “ our own Countryman, 
« Mr. Cha. Bernard, ſerjeant-ſurgeon to Anne, aſſerts, that 
6 though thoſe who have not examined the hiſtory may be ſcep- 
« tics, there ate inconteſtible proofs, that this art was aQuatly 

« praQtiſed with dexterity and ſucceſs.”
